THE PROGRAM AFTER LEAVING OHIO. 

CINCINNATI, O., Pot. 2.—[Special.}—Mr. 
Blaine will remain in this Stato up to the very 
eve of the-election of the 14th. He will then 
go to Detroit. There he will receive election 
returns the night of the 14th. He then pro- 
poses to spend three days in Michigan, al- 
though his program is not fully made out. He 
met today John C. New and Gen. Williams ot 
Indiana, and agreed to enter Indiana the 20th 
of this month and remain until the 24th, when 
he will: go. to -Springfield, III., and 
formally close the campaign at that’ 
point. He may visit Chicago and 
possibly Milwaukee, Upon bis way back to 
New York he will stop at Pittsburg. It is not 
probable that he will get back to New York 
much before Nov. 1. He does not expect to 
reach Augusta until the night of the election.

The men who think Mr. Blaine is sick should 
follow him over this course. If they shouid 
live ito the end they might be permitted to go 
on with their misrepr t ah 

The day in Cincinnati has been/terrible on 
account of the dead, close, sticky heat. The 
crowds about Mr. Blaine's and Gen. Logan’s 
rooms all day have made breathing in them 
exceedingly difficult. Mr, Blaine has been out 
several times. His presence has always been 
the signal for a crowd which would gather 
without a moment of warning, cheering lustily 
in spite of the perfectly satanic heat—enough 
one would think to melt away the ardor of the 
most ardent. This is different from his recep- 
tion at any other point since he has started 
out. In othersplaces the demonstrati have 
been in a measure the result of some para- 
tion, but heré Mr. Blaine could not at any time 
today appear for five minutes without drawing 
about him a crowd of several thousand people. 

A BLAINE TOWN. 

The town is given up to Blaine. The people 
talk about him and watch for him to such an 
extent that the whole business of the city 
seems to be completely upset. There is no 
parallel to be found for it except the closing 
seenes of the June convention in Chicago, 
when one ate, drank, and slept witb the refrain 
of**’Rah! Ran for Blaine!“ resounding in 
one’s ears morumg. noon, and night. 
The cold-blooded judges who try not 
to be guided by their motions are trying to get 
a basis for an opinion of the future out of this 
all, but the whirl is too great. The overshad- 
owing Blaine atmosphere permeates every- 
where and makes the most prudent confident. 
The Democrats say it is curiosity simply that 
draws the crowds, and that they would run to 
see any man about whom there is so muth talk. 
It is something more 
than curiosity that sends men howling 
through the muddy streets of Cincin- 
nati when the the:mometer records over 95°. 
It is something more than mere curiosity that 
makes crowds wait patiently hours at a point 
where he is expected to appear only for a mo- 
ment. There must be a strong undercurrent 
of admiration runnimg through the great 
masses of even this Democratic city, for not- 
withstanding the great number of roughs here 
none of them has had the courage to attempt 
to stem the tide gf approval by anything like 
the insults that are so freely bestowed upon 
the local Republican candidates when they are 
engaged in active campaign work. 

THE GERMANS AND BUSINESS-MEN. 

Mr. Blaine has seen a great number of people 
today, and by actual personal observation has 
exploded a number of misrepr tations about 
the situation here. In the first place, it has 
been asserted so confidently that few here 
ventured to deny it that the Germans, and es- 
pecially the German brewers of this city, 
would work against the Republican ticket. 
Yet a large number of Germans, many of them 
brewers, called upon Mr. Blaine this morning, 
and, after long talks, have gone away 
perfectly satisfied, comvinced that Mr. 
Blaine is the man for them to sup 
port. But best of all, perhaps, was the 
,extraordinary number of Cincinnati's business- 
men who called this aftetnoon, to the number 
of 500, to assure Mr. Blaine that they were 
ready to support him to the full extent of their 
ability. These gentlemen represented in the 
aggregate many millions of dollars. 

LOGAN. 

Gen. Logan very fairly divided the honors of 
the day with Mr. Blaine. There was some 
trouble after his arrival because there was no 
one at the depot to moet him when he came, 
bu@this was owing to the fact of a misunder- 
standing about the telegram announcing his 


arrival. None of the local managers received 
word of his commg until after his arrival. 
INCIDENTS. 

One of Mr. Blaine’s admirers presented him 
today with a new bat and a handsome 
satin-lined leather hat-box. The new one he 
had when he left New York now looks from its 
rough usage as if it was a relic of the last 
century. 

The demonstration in Cincinnati tonight was 
conducted upon such a vast scale and with so 
much furor thatit ts thought that even the 
Democratic syongholds may be carried here 
this year. 

Mr. Bidine received today personal invita- 
tions to visit their respective States from the 
delegations from Tennessee, Louisiana, West 
Virginia, Florida, Illinois, and Indiana. He 
has promised to visit the two latter States and 
West Virginia. 

Tomorrow the Biaine party will leave on the 
Little Miami for Columbus. Stops will be 
made at Morrow, Xenia, London, and Colum- 
bus. In the latter city a tremendous meeting 
is expected for tomorrow night, and the city 
will be full.

A GREAL CROWD PRESENT—POOR MANAGEMENT 
| BUT UNABATED ENTHUSIASM. | 


CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 2.—[Special.}—The re- 
ception at the Lincoln Club was appointed for 
8 o'clock. Soon after 7 the guests, about one 


club-house 1s a three-story structure. Al- 
though roomy, it is poorly adapted to the ac- 
commodation of such a crush asthe one to- 
night.

Blaine, with uncovered bead, bowed hig thanks 
again and again, and regretfully, ag it ap- 
peared, stepped from his carriage and passed 
into the bot and crowded club-house.

that in Blaine's honor. Entering the ciub-bouse, 
Blaine and Logan were es:orted up-stairs to 
one ot the parlors where Mrs. Logan and other 
ladies were in waiting.

Eshelby, Gen. Logan walked next, escorted by 
Gen. Hickenlooper, and then came Mrs. Logan 
upon the arm of Maj. Butterworth i Miss 
Lupton upon the arm ot Gen. Noyes. e re- 
ceiving party took their stand at the head of the 
front parlor and an attempt was made to form 
the people in line for presentation, but they were 
packed in as thick as they could stand, owing 
to the bad management of the house ¢pmunit- 
tee. The room was oppressively hot, and the 
ladies, unable to use their fans, were suffering 
intensely, and some of them were at the point 
of fainting. Mr. Blaine kept wiping the per- 
spiration from his face and looking in a hope- 
less way at the mass of people crowding upon 
him and wedging him against the wall, Gen. 
Logan seemed imperturbabic, and Mrs. Logan 
chatted pleasantly with the people as they were 
presented to her and jested in a happy 
way over the trials of the ¢ituation. Present- 
ly Gen. Hickenlooper, evidently speaking for 
Mr. Blaine, pushed his way out into the crowd 
and announced that unless there was less press- 
ure and a free opening was made for those 
who bad been presented to pass into other 
parts of the building the reception would 
then stop. Thecrush and heat were simply 
terrible. This effort to bring order out of the 
confusion resulted in some relief, but the situ- 
ation was still severely taxing to the 
receiving party, and Mr. Blaine and 
Gen. Logan escaped through the window toa 
balcony, trom which there was some speaking.

THE PEOPLE'S WELCOME. 
ARRIVAL OF GEN. LOGAN, | 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 2.—Gen. Logan and wife 
arrived this morning. 

Mr. Blaine breakfasted late this morning. 
Long before he was accessible the hotel halls 
and corridors were crowded with people at- 
tracted there by bis presence and that of Gen. 
Logan. As soon as Mr. Blaine’s rooms were 
opened callers began to pour in, and the press- 
ure continued all the forenoon. Several dele- 
gations called to pay their respects, one from 
the Irish-American Republican League, who 
presented resoluti and assurances of sup- 
port; one representing the Republicans of Ten- 
nessee; one sent to urge Mr. Blaine to visit the 
Louisville Ex position; and one representing the 
Jewish element. 

AT TRE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

At 12:30 Mr. Blaine was escorted to the 
Chamber of Commerce, where he was very 
warmly received, being introduced by Capt. W. 
W. Peabody, President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Mr. Blaine said: 

“GENTLEMEN OF THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE: 
I quite appreciate the personal courtesy and 
compliment in times of high pdlitical excite- 
ment of a body comp psed of members of 
both parties receiving me thus cor 
dially in my present position, and I beg 
to thank you for it sincerely. I always take 
the greatest pleasure in visiting your city. 
Eight years ago, on the occasion of my last 
visit, I wag. complimented by this chamber as 1 
am today. I watch the progress of this city 
with great interest. It has been to me from 
my earliest boyhood an object of interest. 
I was born and reared on the waters 
that connect directly with Cincin- 
nati, and 1 can say what probably no other 
man here present can say—that in my early 
manhood I made fifteen trips between Pitte- 
burg and Cincinnati on steamboats on the Ohio 
River. That refers to an age now almost ante- 
diluvian. [Laughter.] The rallway has taken 
the place of the steamboat, and yet. as I have 
said in Congress and on every public occasion 
where it was proper that I should say it, I 
think the great Western cities do not fully ap- 
preciate the magnitude of the value and the 
advantage of this vast inland navication 
stretching onward to the gulf, which affords an 
outlet for a vast growth and gives in a sub- 
stantial form, by Nature's own bountiful 
hand; hat great demand of all commercial 
transactions—cheap transportation. [Loud ap- 
plause.] I thank you again, gentlemen, for 
your courtesy, and shall not, in a temperature 
of 90 degrees, delay you longer.”

e AND CHEERS. 

During the whole day the admirers of Blaine 
and Logan have kept the Burnet House and its 
neighborhood as noisy and crowded as a Na- 
tional convention hall. Upon Mr. Blaine's re- 
turn from his drive he had the usual diffieulty 
in getting to his room, and when he did get 
there he was not allowed to remain, for the 
people outside were provided with a brass band, 
and kept up a constant storm of martial ‘music 
and cheering until Mr. Blaine and Gen. Logan 
were forced to show themselves on the hotel 
balcony. They bowed and spoke a few words 
of thanks. and then retired amid the acclama- 

tions of the crowd. Later Gen. Logan left the 
hotei to visit the exposition, and again there 
was uproarious cheering. 

During the day Mr. Blaine received delega- 
tions from Indiana, IIlinois. Kentucky, Loui- 
siana, West Virginia, and Tennessee, who re- 
quésted him to go to Indiana, are eee 
West Virginia, and expressed regret he 
could not visit the other States named. Late 
in the afternoon a delegation of 400 business- 
men of Cincinnati called to pay their respects 
and give assurances of support. Also a body 
of twenty-five German citizens. 


IN THE EVENING. 


At 7:30 Mr. Blaine again left the hall to at- 
tend a reception tendered him by the Lincoln 
Club. The rooms were so thronged that it was 
found impossible. to present the guests 
or members of the club formaily to 
Mr. Biaine, so that the presentation had 
to be made in a wholesale manner.

side the club-rooms were probably 3,000 people

THE PARADE AT NIGHT. 
AN INSPIRING S@ENE. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 2)--(Special.|—The 
scenes and enthusiasm of tonight are without 
a parallel in the history of the city. At mid- 
night the procession of uniformed clubs is 
still passing in review before Mr. Blaine ana 
Gen. Logan, who are stationed on 
the Burnet House piazza, The city 
is crowded with people from tho 
surrounding towns, with smaller delegations 
from distant points. The night is clear and 
bright, but warm, and the streets are crowded, 
the windows full, and housetops swarming in 
every direction. Througb square and square of 
streets and cross streets, through the German 
quarter and back of the hills, everywhere it 
is Blaine and Logan; Blaine and Logan on a 
thousand transparencies, in the windows of 
the shops and dwellings, and in the shouts of a 
multitude no one could number. 

The rendezyous for the 
part in the parade had as its central 
point the intersection of Race and 
Court streets. There were four aivisions, with 
from two to six brigades in each. The clubs 
were all from the city and immediate suburbs. 
Those who came in trains were met 
at the depot and escorted to their 
appointed places. Over half the streets 
in the city proper clubs were moving, their 
torches burning brightly as far as the eye could 
reach. At 9 o’clock the forward column began 
to move, going north on Race to McMicken av- 
enue, and gouth to the fountain, on Vine 
street. Proceeding slowly at first, the clubs in 
waiting on the cross streets fell into line, and by 
the time the head of the column reached Fifth 
street the entire line was moving at a quick 
walk and without a break or halt. 

REVIEWED BY BLAINE A 

At 10:20 local time, the column from Fifth 
street down Main swung round on Third and 
headed for the Burnet House, Mr. Blaine and 
his party had in the meantime made their way 
from the hot and crowded room of the Lincoln 
Club and were in waiting on the piazza at the 
southeast corner of the Burnet House. Be- 
low were the people, who filled 
the sidewalks and streets in four directions, 
leaving a path the width of the street-car 
track along which the procession was to pass. 
por ns windows 
and the streets were with col- 
ored fire. Mr. Blaine stood upon the 
same fiagstone from which Lincoln ad- 
dressed the people whep on his way to Wash- 
ington for his first inauguration. He was 
leaning over the balustrade waving his silk 
hat to the multitude. Upon his right stood 
Mrs. Logan holding a large bouquet and war- 
ing her handkerchief. Upon his left was Gen. 
Logan, smiling and bowing to the throngs 
below. Flankmg the distinguished trio 
and the half-dozen friends who were 
enjoying the scene with them was the Thir- 
teeath Ward Glee Club (German) in white 
uniforms with bright trimmings and large 
white plumes on their bats. Each member of 
the club was waving his handkerchief and kept 
it up to the end, a pretty background to the 
central figures. Electric lights made it possi- 
ble to see every face distinctly and the 
pleased expression to which the boundless en- 
thusiasm gave rise. The procession passed 
rapidly with hardly a balt and no stop of more 
than half a minute. The men waiked by 
twos and fours, the clubs closing up 
and forming a solid line reaching 
back to the hills and back to 
the heart of the city, where the last brigades 
were still waiting their turn to join in the line. 
President Peabody of the Ohio & Mississippi 
Railroad, who is of a conservative turn, esti- 
mated there were 10,000 lighted torehes. Gen. 
Goshorn, who was standing at his side, agreed to 
that estimate. Every band and drum corps 
within twenty-five miles of the city was in the 
line, and all the horses that could be mustered. 
The uniforms were new and bright and of a 
pleasing variety of patterns. 


THE TRANSPARENCIES. 


The transparencies, which were largely devot- 
ed to local affairs, contained some excellent Na- 
tional mottoes. Among them were: “ Blaine 
and Logan, Peerless and Fearless, Tried and 
True; We Want American Industries Pro- 
tected;”” Vermont 22,000. Maine 20,- 
000, Ohio WI Be Next; * Blaine 
and Logan Is Our Slogan;” ** 50,000 
Majority in Ohio:““ 4 Home Market for 
American Agriculturists;" The Plumed 
Knight Will Look After the Interests of the 
Workingmen;’’ Hendricks Fought Against 
the Union— n Fought for the Union:“ 
** Democratic Protection Means Protection for 
Work-House Thugs;” Free Trade Means No 
Money, No Work, No Home;” Blaine's 
Blackmailers Are Cleveland's Friends.“ 

Many of the transparencies were decorated 
with cartoons in which the Democratic rooster 
showed hard usage. One showed Biaine riding 
in triumph te the White House on the back of 
an elephant. Another bore a picture or a 
very poor man leading a very poor 
cow, with the words Free Trade” writ- 
ten underneath. On the other side was 
a wonderfully fat cow with a fat old farmer 
Ftanding near and the word * Puptection” un- 
derneath. “Victory in the Ar was a com- 
mon motto, and the incessant shouting seemed 
to confirm it. While recognizing ali the clubs 
as they passed by, it was easy to see that with 
some Mr. Blaine was especially pleased. 

THE CLUBS. 


A West End Club wore hats decorated with 
big plumes. As they passed, Mr. Blaine seized 
one of the small flags decoFating the balustrade 
and waved it aloft. The Young Men's 
Biaine Club, 300 strong, and composed 
of the best blood in the city. 
intended to pass holding their high white hats 
above their heads in a respectful way, but their 
enthusiasm overcame them, and the hats were 
held high in the air on the ends of their canes, 
and ail were shouting. Mr. Blaine and Gen. 

both waved their hats in one hand and 

their handkerchiefs in the other, and it looked 
from below as if they were chevring too. The 
colored clubs were handsomely recognized, and 
a sturdy Welsh club seemed to particu- 
larly please Mr. Blaine. A, mpany 
of fifty boys, brightly unifo from 
10 to 12 years of age, from Covington, calling 
themselves the Garfield Juniors, their Captain 
riding a Shetland pony, halted for recognition. 
They were so, short that they escaped in the 
crowd the notice of Mr. Blaine and Gen. Lo- 
gan, but Mrs. Logan saw them, and 
leaning over the balustrade waved 
them a smiling recognition. They seemed to 
know who she was and trudged on happy over 
the impression they had made. Among the 
companies attracting particular attention from 
the multitude was that of the White House 
Cavalry. The Italians were out with two com- 
panies, and the German wards furnished large 
clubs. The procession was two or three min- 
utes over two bours in passing the Burnet 
House.

General Traffic Manager Sear- 
geant of the Grand Trunk agreed to leave the 
question in dispute to arbitration, waiving the 
sixty-day notice of withdrawal from the pool, 
and deciding to abide by the percentages fixed 
Jan. 8, in both dead freight and live stock, These 
are the original percentages recommended by 
Compissioner Fink and which the Grand Trunk 
has all along been willing to accept. It was also 
agreed that the regular pool rates on the basis 
of 25 cents on grain from Chicago to New York 
and proportionate charges on live stock will 
hereafter be enforced.

All the roads running east from this city ad- 
vanced the rates on grain and provisions to 20 
cents and 25 cents respectively yesterday morn- 
ing. But no new. business was secured at 
those rates, and it will take two or three days 
to dispose of all business contracted for at the 
low rates prevailing during the first part of 
this week. : 

It is the general opinion that with the pres- 
ent state of business a 25-cent rate is too high, 
and that it will bave the effect of stopping east- 
bound through shipments almost entirely. Yet 
the railroads claim that it matters but little 
what rates they make, as so long as the pres- 
ent stagnation in business continues but little 
through freight will be shipped, no matter how 
low the rates may be. By restoring rates to 
the 25-cent basis they will at least secure full 
rates on their local business, which at present 
is their principal source of income, and upon 
which they will have to depend almost entirely 
until business gets better. i= 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 2.—[{Special,]|—The 
long- pending dispute amongst the railway com- 
panies respectime the division of the Chicago 
traffic has been adjusted. It appears that cir- 
cumstances arose in January last necessitating 
a redistribution of the tonnage. Commission- 
er Fink, under the rules and the contracts ex- 
isting, made, after some delay, a recommenda- 
tion, which was not accepted by all thie com- 
panies, and the dispute was referred to arbitra- 
tion. Arbitrators were chosen, who ‘in June 
last made an award, which, it having been 
pointed out to them was obviously 
framed’ on some misconception, they took 
back and altered. The last ‘award, 
which was made in August, was 
accompanied by a letter from the Chairman of 
the Board of Arbitration, which made it per- 
fectly plain u the arbitrators had again 
fallen into an error, and, as the Chicago & 
Grand Trunk Company's percentage of the 
business bad been largely reduced, that com- 
pany demanded that the question should again 
be remitted to arbitration. This was objected 
to, but a course has been adopted which is 
much the same thing. A new arbitrator has 
been chosen, who is,to take up the question 
and fix new percen which are to be made 
applicable to the period from the 8th of Janu- 
ary last, and it has been suggested that tem- 
porary settlements be made in the meantime 
without prejudice on some basis to named 
by Commissioner Fink.

New York, Oct. 2.—([Special.}—The' case of 
the Grand Trunk Railway was disposed be today 
by the Chicago Committee, which re¢pived a 
telegram from the General Managerof the 
road assenting to the proposed plan of settling 
all the questions in dispute. The Grand Trunk 
has exceeded its percentage in both the live- 
stock, dead-freight, and the dressed-ment pools, 
and it will turn over in cash to the other roads 
its excesses and make application for a new 
division of business. It will settle from Jan. 8 
last, from which time the present per¢eentages 
dato. Up to June 24, when the last pooling con- 
tracts were executed, it will settle on a net 
money basis. From that date it will settle on 
a gross money basis. The entire amount now 
due to the other roads from the Grand Trunk 
is $100,000. After June 24 rates on live stock 
were cut, and the Grand Trunk claimed that 
the ‘operation of the pool was thertby sus- 
pended. This claim was not allowed, and the 
road will settle at the cui rates, and every 
question which cannot be agreed upon will be 
left to arbitration. It nas been regarded as re- 
markable that the Grand Trunk, whose 
attitude and affairs comprised the sub- 
ject with which the committee had 
to deal, was not represented at all at the meet- 
ing. It was expected to be represented, and 
the meeting was continued over from lust week 
to enable it to be. On the appeal from the rec- 
ommendation of percentages by Commissioner 
Fink, the arbitrators cut down the Grand Trunk 
in the dead-freigzht pool 2 per cent, to 13, and 
in the live-stock and dressed-meat 4-10 of 1 per 
cent, to 19. The arbitrators explained that, 
owing to the incomplete submission of evidence 
and arguments to them, they were not entirely 
satisfied with their award. The Grand Trunk, 
in view of its reduced percentages, set up the 
plea that the arbitrators by this admitted that 
they had not been sufficiently informed to deal 
properly with the case. Charles Francis Adams 
Jr., arbitrator, today sent word to the Chicago 
Committee that the remarks of the arbitrators 
in reward tothe unsatisfactory understanding 
applied no more to the Grand Trunk than it did 
to any other road in the pool. The managers 
of the Chicago roads sent out orders today to 
restore rates tomorrow to tariff. That will 
‘make the grain rate from Chicago to New York 
25 cents and the provision rate 30 cents. The 
rates on live stock and dressed meat may not. 
be restored until the relative rates of the two 
are determined. To decide this question Judge 
Cooley of Ann Arbor, Mich., it is expedted, will 
take the place of Charles Francis Adams Jr. as 
one of the three arbitrators named to ¢onsider 
and report on the subject. 


The Missouri River Passenger War— 
The Rock Island’s Threat. 

The efforts made during the last two days to 
bring about ap agreement between the local

The 
pool west of the river will be known 
as the „ Transcontinental Associa- 
tion,” and the pool cast of the river 
as the Pacific Coast Association.“ The pool 
west of the river is composed of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé, Atlantic & Pacific, Bur- 
lington & Missouri River, Central Pacific, Den- 
ver & Rio Grande, Galveston, Harrisburg & 
San Antonio, Northern Pacific, Oregon Railway 
& Navigation Company, Southern Pacific, Texas 
& Pacific incliding the Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem, Union Pacific. This business will be in 
charge of Commissioner Ristine, to whom re- 
ports must be made, Mr. Ristine’s headquar- 
ters are at San Francisco. The pool east of 
the river is composed of the following roads: 
Yhicago & Alton, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, Chicago, Mil- 


waukee & St, Paul, Chicago & North- 
western, Missouri Pacific, and Wa- 
bash. Mr. J. W. Midgley is the Com- 


missioner of this pool, to whom reports 
should be mate, Mr. J. F. Tucker bas been 
chosen arbitrator for both pools and is to fix 
percentages to be in effect from Oct. 1, 1884, to 
Jan. 1, 1885, which is the term for which the 
poois are to remain in existence. 

On Nebraska business no pool has been 
agreed upon, except on ranch cattle; but on 
all other business agreed rates are to be main- 
tained by the lines east and west of the Mis- 
souri River. Mr. J, F. Tucker will have charge 
of this business, and is to see that rates are 
maintained, and is to act as referee in all dis- 
puted cases regarding rates. On cattle busi- 
ness he is to fix the percentages. This ar- 
rangement, both ih regard to cattle and other 
business, is to be in effect from Oct. 1, 1884, to 
Jan. 1, 1885. 

Qn Utah and Colorado business an agree- 
ment has been made to maintain uniform rates 
until Oct. 6, Mr. J. W. Midgiey to act as referee 
in all matters. Jf the Presidents of the various 
roads approve by pot date the resolution 
passed for pooling this business until Jan. 1, 
1885, two pools will be formed west of the Mis- 
souri River and one east of the river. The 
principal pool west of the river will be com- 
posed of the following roads: Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé, Union Pacific, Denver & Rio Grande, 
and Burlington & Missouri River. The second 
pool west is to be composed of the 
same roads and also the Central Pacific 
on Utah business only. The pool east 
of the river is to be composed of 
the same roads as thoge composing the Pacific 
Coast Association. Mr. George H. Daniels is 
to be Commissioner ot the pools west of the 
river and Mr. Midgley will probably be the 
Commissiofier for the pool east of the river. 

No action wag taken regarding Southwestern 
Railway Association affairs, and this pool will 
be carned out under the old agreement for the 
present, Commissioner Midgley contracting 
the business as usual. 


Percentages for the Utah and Colo- 
rado Pools. 

It is now considered probable that the Presi- 
dents of the Utah and Colorado roads will suc- 
ceed in perfecting an arrangement by which 
the objections of the Santa Fé to the forma- 
tion of a pool on Utah and Colorado business 
can be overcome. The objection of the Santa 
Fé is that the arbitrator in fixing percentages 
is not instructed specifically to ignore the 
tripartite contract, The Presidents are now 
trying to overcome this objection by agreeing 
upon percentages among themselves, thus do- 
ing away with the neceéasity of having the per- 
centages fixed by an arbitrator.

The Future of the Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Company. 

Sr. Paul. Minn., Oct. 2.— [Special. —Gener- 
al-Manager and Vice-President Oakes of the 
Nortbern Pacific says the failure or success of 
the pending negotiations for a lease of the Ore- 
gon Railway 4 Navigation Company's lines 
will not affect his road in any manner or inter- 
rupt the operation of the road. The same con- 
ditions will prevail should the Union Pacific 
succeed in gaining control of the Hine. Mr. 
Oakes said: “When Mr. Villard retired from 
all the companies with which he had been as- 
sociated some hegotiations were set on foot 
between the Oregon Railway & Navigation, the 
Northern Pacific, and the Union Pacific looking 
to a lease of the first-named company to one 
or both of the latter companies.

Should the Northern Pa- 
cine,“ contunued Mr. Oakes, * lease the Rail- 
way & Navigation Company, it would have to 
carry out the tripartite agreement so far as the 
Union Pacific is concerned. On the other hand, 
should the Union Pacific secure the lease, it 
would have to do likewise with regard to the 
Northern Pacific.”’

Last Act in the Life Drama of Frank Chan- 
fraumCalm Ending of a Busy 
Life. 


Biographical Sketeh of the Famous Actor—Sud- 
den Death of Job C. Bowron of New 
10 dest 


Death of Frank Chanfrau, the Actor. 

New York, Oct. 2.—[Special.|—The an- 
nouncement of the sudden death of Mr. Frank 
Chanfrau will bring tears to the eyes of a host 
of old actors and men associated with the- 
atrical life, who held him in high regard, and 


will cause sincere regret among playgoers 
throughout the country. Mr. Chanfrau died at 
Taylor's Hotel in Jersey City at& o'clock this 
morning. He was filling a week's engagement, 
in his familiar play of The Arkansas Travel- 
er” at tne Jersey City Academy of Mu- 
sic, now managed by his old friend, 
Mr. William Henderson. Large audiences 
witnessed the performances Monday and 
Tuesday nights, and the actor seemed to be 
n good form and spirits. Last evening he was 
stricken with apoplexy while at dinner, and 
after removal to his chamber be remained in- 
sensible until his death at the hour mentioned. 
Around his bed his two sons, Frank and Henry, 
his sister-in-igw, Miss Baker, and his manager, 
Mr. C. W. Tayleure, watched until the end. 
His wife was absent at Long Branch. Mr. 
Tayleure telegraphed Mis. Chanfrau immedi- 
ately after her husband was taken ill, and she 
arrived this morning at 8 o'clock. She was 
nearly prostrated with grief, and threw herself 
upon the body of her husband. , 

Mr. C. W. Tayleure, the manager of Mr. 
Chanfrau’s company, said this afternoon that 
he believed he had a theory for Mr. Chanfrau’s 
sudden stroke of apoplexy. All day yester- 
day, previous to his ke, he talked of nothing 
but poor John M ugh's breakdown. One 
by one we are going,’ be said; ‘who knows 
but our turn will come next?’ Frequently I 
would change the conversation, but he would 
revert to it again and say, ‘Poor McCullough, 
once so stror 

-wreck.’' I think this must have had an effect 
on Mr. Chanfrau, simply because it. was on his 
mind always. Everything was done for 
him that could be. Dr. McGill attended him, 
but his life could not/be saved.” 

Mr. Chanfrau will be buried at Long Branch 
next Saturday. He owned considerable prop- 
erty there. His remains will leave tomorrow 
on the 9:15 train. His son Henry will take his 
place in playing Kit, the Arkansas Traveler.“

$500,000 

[Frank Chanfrau was born in New York City in the 
yeur 1822. He was, as his name indicates, ef 
French extraction, but his parents were essentially 
American in their ideas and ambi Ss. Frank was 
not educated with a view to his fol any par- 
ticular profession, and as the family was in easy 
circumstances there was nothing to necessitate a 
speedy choice of voca His inclinations were 


early directed toward the stage, and before attain. _ 


ing his majority be had won some l renown in 
juvenile parts. Forty years ago he was a promi- 
nent feature of Mitchell's Olympic Theatre in New 
York City, and it was at that house and about that 
time that he gained a wide und splendid reputation 
as the originator of the character of Mose, the fire- 
man in Benjamin Baker’s drama. A Glance at New

Chanfrau subsequently made good hits in the 
character of Dundreary, and in his own play, 
Brother Sam.“ the principal character in which 
was presumed to be brother to’ Lord Dundreary. 
Next to Mose, Chanfrau was best known as Kit in 
“The Arkansaw Traveler. Mr. Chanfrau’s early 
stage training was complete in every detail, and 
previous to his embarkation in his noted special- 
tiegghe was known to the profession as a painstak⸗ 
ing actor to whom none of the leading stars would 
hesitate to intrust important supporting parts. 
For thirteen successive seasons Mr. Chanfrau 
apened the Boston Theatre with “The Arkansaw 
Traveler,” and Kit was each year welcomed by a 
crowded house. Mr. Chanfrau all his life enjoyed 
the reputation of an exemplary man in his private 
as well as his professional life. He was a mod- 
erate liver, and leaves a fortune estimated at 
nearly a quarter of a million. 

Like John McCullough, Mr. Chanfrau's first work 
was ut a trade, as he was at one time a ship-car- 
penter in one of the Western cities. He went back 
to New York while he was still a young man, and. 
joined the Forrest Dramatic Club, an organization 
which was merged in the Dramatic Institute of 
that city. They attempted to give Shakspearean 

“performances, which were a failure. His first 
great success was in broad comedy in Philadelphia, 
where he gave imitations of all the lending 
actors of his time. He was, in fact, 
the Nat Goodwin of his day. His subsequent 
career is well known. In Cincinnati, in 1849. he 
married Miss Henrietta Baker of Philadelphia, who 
survives him. His only son and his heir was seen 
in this city last season, playing a comedy character 
with John Stetson’s company in “The Glass of 
Fashion. Chanfrau’s birthplace, by the way, was 
the Old Tree tenement-house, corner Of the 
Bowery and Pell street.

After all these accusations had been proven 
false, they attacked his private character and 
insulted his wife and children. This lie was 
short-lived, however, for he stamped it into 
the ground instantly and silenced the das- 
tards With a libel-suit.. Then the whole pack, 
hound, mongrel, and cur, pursued him with 
charges that he had used his official position 
for private gains. Every one of these lies 
having been nailed to the counter, they re- 
sorted to forgery and introduced the Morey 
tactics into the campaign.

Cmoado TRIBUNE, which we have already 
exposed as an infamous forgery and silly 
Democratic Iie. Thus one lie and forgery 
follow another. No sooner is one kuecked 
on the head than another is set afloat. The 
Democrati¢ managers must take the Ameri- 
can people for gulls and fools, and fancy they 
can trade upon their ignorance.

THE TAMMANY Flur. 

/Tammany has made a bold stand in New 
York City. It has nominated a full county 
and city ticket, and declares its intention of 
adhertiig to that ticket. It did not call the 
County Democracy nor Irving Hall into its 
couns@ls. It remains for these two organiza- 
tions, which are now acting together under 
the leadership of Hubert O. Thompson, to 
accept and inderse the Tammany ticket or to 
put an dpposition ticket in the field. It is 
possible. that, Tammany would make a few 
minor concessions to secure harmony of ac- 
tion, bat Kelly will probably insist upon the 
retention of his candidates for Mayor, Con- 
troller,’ and such other offices as shall assure 
him complete control of municipal affairs. 
If any compromise be brought about it may 
be accepted as a Tammany victory, for 
Kelly is determined to make a test as to the ‘ 
controlling iufluence between the two Demo- 
cratic factions, Just now the bosses of the 
County Democracy and Irving Hall insist that | 
they will not accept Tammany’s ticket nor 
any part thereof. In case they adhere 
stubbornly. to this purpose there will 
be war to the knife. The result 
will be that the Republicans will elect 
their ticket if they put a strong one 
in the field. But this will not be the only 
result. ‘Tammany will take its revenge pon 
the Cleveland faction in New Yark City oy 
‘knifing the National ticket. Its leaders and 
its rank and file are disposed to take that 
course anyway; they might be conciliated 
to some extent if they were permitted to 
dominate in New York City, but if threat- 
ened with defeat there they will havea 
double incentive to vent their spleen against 
Cleveland, It may be safely assumed that, 
if Tammany’s local ticket be not indorsed by 
the other Democratic factions in whole or in 
such part as will satisfy the leaders, then the 
great bulk of the Tammany vote will be 
thrown against Cleveland. Some of it will 
goto B „ but most of it will go directly 
to Blaine. Cleveland and his managers will 
undoubtediy make desperate efforts to bring 
about a compromise, but the Thompson gang 
are just as rapacieus in regard to local offices 
as the Kelly gang, and the former may not 
be willing to sacrifice their interests to Cleve- 
land. Kelly has an advantage at the starf in 
having nominated a rather clean ticket—his 
candidate for Mayor being the one Alderman 
who resisted the Broadway street railroad 
steal which recently passed the Council, 


SUBSIDIZED NEW YORK PAPERS, 
Readers of Tur Tripunr may have noticed 
in ‘Tuesday's paper a remarkable statement 
made by the Hon. Charles Adams of Colo- 
rado, who, was United States Minister to 
Bolivia during’ the years 1880, 1881, and 
1882, pending the war between Chili and 
Peru and the negotiations regarding the in- 
demnity the latter was compelled to pay the 
former. Mr, Blaine, as Secretary of State, 
then exercised his good offices to protect 
Peru from dismemberment and confiscation. 
The British holders of Chilian bonds, on the 
other hand, were anxious that Chili should 
grab all it could of Peru and Bolivia in order 
to increase the value of the securities they 
held; and Mr. Blaine's position was resented 
by the Goverfiment of Chili and its British 
backers. Several of the Eastern newspapers, 
led by the New York Herald, were especially 
seyere upon Mr. Blaine's policy at that 
titge, and the same journals are opposing 
hig election today, Mr. Adams brings 
back the statement that the anti-Ameri- 
ean attitude ot certain New Tork 
and Boston newspapers and their ma- 
licious attacks upon Blaine were not only in- 
cited but actually paid for by Chilian and 
British capital. He does not make this 
charge as a mere rumor, but gives it on the 
authority of the former Brazili inister to 
Chili. That official told him that Sefior 
Godoy, who was then Minister of Chili at 
Washington, had drawn upon his Govern- 
ment for more, than £40,000 sterling [$200,- 
000] for the purpose of bringing about such 
public opinion'in the United States as would 


in South Ameris.” Mr. Adams says that 
his informant further maintained that the 
bribing [it was called subsidizing] of New 
York and Boston papers was a matter of 
notoriety at Santiago, the Capital of Chili, 
and had been freely commented upon in offi- 
cial circles.” 

This charge has received an added interest 
from the New York Tribwne’s recalling the 
“amazing zeal” of certain New York news- 
papers at that time in behalf of British and 
Chilian interests, ‘The most conspicuous 
of them were the Herald, the Times, and 
the Hvening Post—the very same journals 
which are now leading the Mugwump oppo- 
sition to Blaint's election. If the sum of 
$200,000 was distributed among American 
newspapers to break down Blaine's South 
American policy, it is certainly an interesting 
question whether the journals named secured 
their share of the subsidy for the active work 
they did. It is also pertinent to inquire 
whether the old subsidy covered the present 
hostility to Blaine, or whether Chili and the 
British bondholders have been compelled to , 
subscribe a new fund to defeat Blaine and 
prevent the revival of his comprehensive 
American policy. The statement made by 
Mr. Adams is so explicit that it eannot be 
dismissed as idle rumor, and the vindictive 
assaults upon Blaine in certain Eastern jour- 
nals demand some explanation besides per- 
sonal spite. 


HENDRICKS’ LAND-GRANT RECORD. 
The injustice of Democratic condemnation 
of the Republican party’s land-grant policy 
has been exposed in a general way by show- 
ing that this policy was inaugurated by the 
Democrats, and oyer 50,000,000 acres of the 
best Western lands east of the Missouri were 
given away to railroad corporations before 
the Republicans ename into power. In par- 
ticular instances the injustice is increased by 
the fact that the very ‘Democrats who are 
loudest in their denunciations of the Repub- 
lican land-grant record were themselves fore- 
most in encouraging the gratuities voted by 
the Democrats, and also assenting parties to 
the grants made by the Republicans since the 
War. The Democratic candidate for Vice-. 
President is one of these hypocrits. 

Hendricks was Commissioner of the Land- 
Office in 1856, when an act of Congress was 
passed voting away’ over 4,000,000 acres of 
land to projected railroad corporations in 
lowa. While the proposed grant was under 
consideration, and before the bill was passed, 
Commissioner Hendricks issued an order 
withdrawing from sale, location, or entry 
all the public lands within the probable 
limits of the grants.“ This is complete evi- 
dence that Hendricks approved the grants so 
cordially and took. such a lively interest in 
behalf of the corporations that he anticipated 
the action of Congress and without legal au- 
thority actually prevented the sale and pre- 
emption of lands before they had passed out 
of the hands of the Government in erder that 
the railroad companies should have the best 
ofthem. Hendricks, as Government Land 
Commissioner, was evidently not so solici- 
tous about protecting homestead rights as 
Hendricks, the Democratic candidate for 
Vice-President, professes to be. . 

It was not only in the case of the Iowa 
land-grants that Hendricks made this extraor- 
dinary use of his office for the benefit of the 
corporations. He did the same thing in Wis- 
consin, Michigan, and Louisiana, withdraw- 
ing public lands from occupation before the 
Government had parted with them in order 
to give an advantage torailroads which hoped 
to obtain them by grant of Congress. And 
now he has the effrontery to denounce the 
Republicans as ‘‘land-grabbers ”’ ! 

Coming down to the grants to the Pacific 
railroads, which are the chief items in the 
Republican record, it appears that Hendricks 
was then a member of the Senate. The rec- 
ord shows that he made speeches in favor of 
the Northern Pacific 46,000,000-acre land- 
grant and against loading down the bill with 
amendments which might have crippled it. 
There was no record vote on this bill, but if 
Hendricks spoke in favor of it there is no 
reason to doubt that he voted for it. So, in 
the case of the bill which doubled the grant 
to the Union Pacific Railroad and converted 
the Government’s first mortgage into a sec- 
ond mortgage, Hendricks had no word of dis- 
sent; and as this bill passed the Senate unan- 
imously Hendricks must have voted for it. 
He must be sorely troubled with remorse to- 
day, or he would not berate the Republicans 
so savagely for action in which he partici- 
pated. 

It may be added that Senator Voorhees, 
Hendricks’ chief lieutenant in the Indiana 
campaign, who joins with Hendricks in de- 
nouncing the Republican land-grant record, 
had about the same land give-away record in 
the House of Representatives, of which he 
was then a member, which Hendricks made 
for himself in the Senate. Voorhees is now 
as contrite as Hendricks, but it is curious that 
both omit to condemn their own course while 
they are denouncing Republicans for doing 
what they themselves did. 

There is not a political fraud in this coun- 
try who can hold a candle to Tom Hendricks. 
He was notorious as a Copperhead during 
the War and era of reconstruction; he was a 
trimmer on all questions which came up later 
on; he proved a false friend to MeDonald in 
the two Democratic ConV@ntions of 1880 and 
1884; and today he isa hypocrit and sneak, 
attem pting to gain yotes under false pretenses, 


DEEPENING THE WE TLLAND CANAL. 

One of the remedies named by the United 
States Senate Committee of 1872, which made 
the faméus report on railroad abuses under 
the title of Transportation Routes to the Sea- 
board, was that the people of the West 
should rely more on the waterways to the 
Sen. The committee pointed out then that 
the Welland Canal was not large enough to 
accommodate the traffic that would choose 
that route if it were accessible This sub- 
ject, of surpassing interest to the people of 
the West, is brought up again in a report 
just made to the Dominion Government by 
Robert C. Douglas, Assistant-Engineer of the 
Department of Railways and Canals. Mr. 
Douglas shows that while the Canadians 
have been enlarging their canal the Ameri- 
cans have been enlarging their vessels still 
more rapidly, and that consequently the 
canal is proportionately smaller than it 
was at first. Its business has nat- 
urally been falling off. In the last ten 
years the tonnage moved on the Erie 
Canal has increased from 3,097,122 to 3,587,- 
102 tons, while the movement by the Welland 
Canal has declined from 1,503,750 to 827,196 
tons. There are now. 285 vessels on the 
Upper Lakes which draw too much water to 
pass through the Welland Canal, altho it has 
been twice enlarged. Mr. Douglas recom- 
mends the deepening of the canal to such a 
depth as shall permit propellers of 2,000 tons 
burden to reach Montreal and steam up to 
the side of -going steamers. He argues 
that such a with tolls would be prefer- 
able to the present canal frae. He demon- 
strates that the present enlargement is a 9 
failure, so far as obtaining the trade of the 
Western States, and warns his Government 
that if it does not give the magnificent

A CORNER IN COFFINS. 

Corn is by no meaxs the only thing that is 
being cornered in Chicago. The National Fu- 

neral Directors’ Association, which is now 
holding its third annual convention in this city, 
is an organization of undertakers who have 
ungertaken to corner the coffin crop of the 
United States. Dead men tell no tales, and 
they never ‘*squeal,” as is sometimes done 
by the victims of the corners of the Board of 
Trade. This, and the fact that one of their 
rules forbids any member to talk with the 
press, may account for the very profitable lack 
of notoriety with which this coffin syndicate 
have been enabled so far to pursue their oper- 
ations. The profits of the corn corner have 
been made out of the operators who were 
‘‘ short” of corn, and the profits of the coffin 
corner are made out of those who are short of 
coffins—with one great difference: No one 
has to go short of corn unless he choose to do 
so, but every one sooner or later finds him- 
self short of the merchandise dealt in by the 
National Funeral Directors’ Association of 
the United States of America. 

The makers of coffins have a pool, and,in 
each of the large cities and towns the under- 
takers form local pools. The manufacturers 
corner the undertakers, making them pay 
corner prices, and the undertakers corner the 
people, whom they are able, through the va- 
rious vicissitudes chronicled by the mortuary 
reports, to catch short of a coffin apiece. 
That is, they corner the agent or the relatives 
of those who, in Board of Trade parlance, 
have to ‘fill in,” since for obvious reasons it 
is not possible to carry on the negotiations 
with the principals in the deal.“ 

The reports of the proceedings of the Na- 
tional Funeral Directors’ Association note 
the fact that a committee was appointed to 
draft a code of ethics. The graveyard ethics 
of the coffin cornerers are of the strictest 
kind. No ananufacturer has an ethical right 
to sell to an undertaker who is not in the 
pool. If any manufacturer commits this 
sin the undertakers have an ethical right to 
refuse to buy from him.. But of all conduct 
unbecoming an undertaker fand a gentle- 
man,” the worst is to sell @ coffin for less 
than the corner price, or to throw in an extra 
hack or two for the sake of getting the 
ob“ away from some brother“ in the 
coffin-cornering association. For a man so 
lost to all sense of graveyard ethics as to 
compete with a brother in the N. F. D. A. 
there is no forgiveness. He is at once boy- 
cotted. To take away his means of liveli- 
hood and put him so soon as possible under 
the necessity of buying a coffin for himself— 
at the full schedule price—the manufacturers 
of undertakers’ goods are notified not to sell 
the offending member a coffin, nor so much as 
a coffin nail, under penalty of being boycot- 
ted by all the undertakers in the local pool. 
This remedy is not a mere rod d pickle. It 
has been applied with practical severity in 
many cases, 

The coffin corner not only corners the dead 
but the living. The employés of the various 
concerns who make coffins are listed, and no 
coffinmaker can employ a workman who has 
been in the service of a brother manu- 
facturer unless the applicant has a satisfac- 
tory certificate from his last employer. This 
certificate states among other things what 
wages were paid, and no member of the pool 
is allowed to engage ‘the bearer of the cer- 
tificate at higher wages than those which he 
had been getting. This prevents manufact- 
urers from enticing away the employés of 
their brothers. This arrangement for cor- 
nering the wages of their labor is a little 
hard on the men, but the employers. do not 


waste any time over that, for among the cof- ‘ 


fin cornerers the Brotherhood of Man” 
does not extend beyond the limits of the 
membership of the N. F. D. A. The idea 
that all coffins of the United States are cot- 
nered, and that not for the October and No- 
vember deals only, but for the whole year, 
rather thru the operations of the epheme- 
ral cliques .on the Board of Trade into the 
shade, ‘This is emphatically a corner not for 
time merely but for eternity. 


Ax explanation given by a New York 
paper of the causes of the retirement of Jay 
Gould and Sidney Dillon from the directory 
of the Northwestern Road makes that event 
more significant than it has been supposed to 
be. The Northwestern Road is steadily par- 
alleling the Union Pacific on the north as the 
Burlington is doing on the south, and has re- 
fused all invitations to join the famous 
‘“* Tripartite Agreement,“ which would have 
bound it to discontinue its hostile extensions 
into the territory claimed by the Union Pa-. 
tific. The presence of Jay Gould in the di- 
rectories of both the Union Pacific and the 
Northwestern placed him in a position of di- 
vided allegiance. His flexible and adjustable 
soul is not known to have felt any of the em- 
barrassments which might have troubled a 
more squeamish person, but his serenity was 
not shared by the owners of the Northwestern, 
and they asked him to get out, which he did. 
The recent purchase of the Blair lines in 
Nebraska is a reaffirmation of the intentions 
of the Northwestern to go ahead with its 
paralleling of the Union Pacific, and the 
enforced retirement of Mr. Gould to his own 
camp emphasizes the belligerent character of 
the westward movement of the Northwest- 
ern. Mr. Gould is said to be more’ heavily 
interested in Union Pacific now than at any 
time for years. He is credited with the pur- 
chase of the control of the stock at the very 
low prices of a few months ago for he pur- 
pese of putting himself where he could head 
off any attempt to investigate his past man- 
agement. However that may be, the action 
of the managers of the Northwestern shows 
that there is to be war between the raiJroads 
referred to. The prospect of this may ex- 
plain why such efforts are now being made

_ AFTER KELUNG, PEACE. 

PARIS, Oct. 2.—Atthe meeting of the Cabi- 
net Council today, Prime Minister Ferry as- 
sured his colleagues that the occupation of 
Kelung by Admiral Courbet would: finish the 
French operations in China. He stated he had 
reason to believe that peace would soon follow 
the event. 

CHINA IS DETERMINED UPON WAR. 

Loxpon, Oct. 2.—The Times’ dispatch from 
Tien-Tsin states that the American Minister, 
Jobn Russell Young, has arrived there, and, 
acting under instructions from Washington, 
informed Li Hung Chang that the French Gov- 
ernment had requested the mediation of Amer- 
ica. Li Hung Chang asked the privilege 
of inspecting the telegrams, and was much 


surprised at the contents, which merely 


reiterated the French demand of the ultima- 
tum of Aug. 19, with the additional statement 
that Admiral Courbet. would continue opera- 


tions. Li Hung Chang replied scorn- 
fully, saying France had entered the 
Min River peacefully, but had de- 


stroyed the arsenal and fleet. After avenging 
Lang Sou twenty fold, the demand of the French 
for indemnity was monstrous, The Tien-Tsin 
Convention made every possible conces- 
sion to France, and why should she seek 
more? He hinted that China is better 
prepared for war than formerly. Li Hung 
Chang said: Let Admiral Courbet attack our 
northern defenses and he will find the task 
harder than at Foo Chow. Two months ago 
China was willingto conciliate and satisfy 
France. Now she is determined upon 
war. The Government and people 
alike are prepared for it.“ Li Hung Chang 
asked Minister Young ifthe smaliest State in 
Europe would submit to like oppression, to 
which the latter replied. No.“ Li Hung 
Chang said. Then why should the greatest 
nation in Asia?’’ 

Replying to a question from Minister Young, 
Li Hung 88 said the action of the Frengh 
had nullified convention, but if France had 
fulfilled her obligations, China had done like- 
wise. Minister Young applauded the Viceroy’s 
patriotism, and explained to bim that he was 
obliged to obey the orders from his Govern- 
ment and present the French demand,

THE SUBJECT DISCUSSED BY.THE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE. 

New Fonx, Oct. 2.—|Special.|—The report 
of a special committee on the alleged under- 
valuation of merchandise by importers was the 
principal matter discussed by the Chamber of 
Commerce today. The attendance of merchants 
was very large. Jackson 8. Schultz, who pre- 
sented the report at a previous meeting, asked 
that that portion recommending the abolition 
of damage allowances be adopted. A long dis- 
cussion followed. It was stated by Mr. Shultz 
that prior to Secretary Folger's death there 
had been an understanding that the question 
of damage allowances should be investigated 
by a commiftee representing the Government, 
It was proposed to ask for a Congressional 
committee in order that testimony might be 
taken under oath, Mr. Schultz said that it 
could bo shown that the entire system of al- 
lowances for damaged goods was honeycombed 
with fraud. 

A. Foster Higgins believed in baving the 
matter thoroughly investigated, but he was 
opposed to the abolition of the system of dam- 
ages allowable. He thought that an injustice 
would thereby be done to American mer- 
chants. 

John PD. Cutter, a silk manufacturer, read a 
paper in which he said that from information 
furnished by the Secretary of the Treasury and 
from the silk manufacturers’ personal know!l- 
edge it was clear that the undervaluaticn of 
certain imported goods, and especially of silk 
goods, tiad reached such proportions as to ex- 
clude from the business all bona fide importers, 
the entire business of the importanon of fer- 
eign silks having fallen into the hands of 
consignees of foreign manufacturers. The 
best remedy, according to Mr. Cutter, was the 
enactment of a specific tariff upon silk goods, 
which constitute 73% per cent in value of the

New Tonk, Oct. 2.—([Special.|—There is 
trouble in the office of Le Messager Franco- 
Ameritcain of this city, and for two days the 
paper has not appeared. The editors, reporters, 
and printers have all struck, having, not un- 
naturally, resented a .non-settiement of ac- 
count.

New Tonk. Oct. 2.—[Spéciali}~The stock- 
holders of the Academy of Masic met tonight, 
and, contrary to the general expectation, voted 
by a large majority to assess themselves to aid 
Col. Mapleson in production of Italian opera at 
the Academy during the approaching season.

the assessment is to de paid to the 
Executive Committee, and at, the close 
of each week that body will hand over to 
Col. Mapleson the amount dué him for the per- 
formances given by Mmes. Patti and Nilsson. 
The poll taken on the question of assessment 
resulted in eighty-six votes iti favor of the as- 
sessment and only thirty-one against it. An- 
other resolution was adopted authorizing the 
Executive Committee to assess the seats and 
boxes at the same rates at whieh they were 
assessed last year. It is estimated that this 
assessment will produce $30, » Besides the 
$30,000, Col. Mapieson obtained fast year from 
certain of the directors and stockholders an ad- 
vance of about $30,000, with the understanding 
that it should be returned out of the 
first money taken at the box-offite.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 2.—In the Interna- 
tional Prime Mecridian Conference today a 
resolution was adopted providing that the 
meetings of the conference be private, but that 
certain scientists should be admitted and al- 
lowed to participate in the discussions, upon 
invitation of the President.

An in- 
stance of this kind was cit by an officer 
who has just returned from a long 
cruise which is an excellent argument 
in favor of an advisory board. The Bureau ot 
Steam- Engineering controls the amount of coal 
which shall be used. The Chiet ef this bureau 
says to the commander of a vessel about to sail: 
„Lou shall take on board 500 tons of coal for 
this eruise.”” Then follow the orders from 
Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting. 
Chief of this bureau says to this same com- 
mander: “You shall not burn more 
than tons of coal on this 
voyage.” Here are two orders from 
two bureaus. Now comes the third. The Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation orders the Com- 
mander to sail for Port Blank and to make the 
trip in three weeks. The amount of coal re- 
quired to obey this last order within the speci- 
fied time is 600 tons, yet the commander is al- 
jiowed to take only,500 and to burg only 400 
tons. It will readily be seen that this in- 
stance the three orders conflict to such an ex- 
tent as to destroy the power of the commander 
to comply with his latest order, and this is only 
one of many cases in which the eight different 
bureaus of the Navy Department fail to har- 
monize.

(Dangers from Pulyerized Grains, 
Sugar, Starch, Etc. 

| New York Sun: “Fiour looks innocent 

enouh.“ an overseer remarked , while hing

Just so. It is dangerous in that way; but I 
was thinking of it as an explosive. Just look 
‘across the room. You see, when the sun-rays 
‘come in, the air is loaded with a fine grain- 
dust, and if you were provided with micro- 
‘scopic eyes you would see yourself fairly sur- 
‘rounded with atoms of grain of all kinds. 
Now, suppose you take a dried ear of corn and 
‘fire it. It burns very slowly, and the chances 
are that it will go out. Shell it, or take the 
| kernels off, and it burns much quicker. Sup- 
pose now we grind the corn, it will burn 
‘quicker still, say in a minute; but if you pul- 
, Verize it, reduce it toa powder or dust, and 
L ignite @, it goes off hke a flash, and has great 

expansive power. That is just the case nere. 
It the room becomes overcharged with dust,

The dust burns, and 
a powerful heat is created, and then follows 
the terrific expansive force that nothing can 
withstand.

Their dust 
accumulates, and when lighted might easily de- 
velop. power enough to hurt a building to 
atoms. 

Has the explosive power of different dusts 
ever been determined?“ 


“Yes,” the four man replied. “ Prof. Peck, 


the chemist, has made some experiments that 
| demonstrate the enormous power of sawdust, 
| Various flours, starch, and grain of all kinds. 


In one of the experiments be took three-quar- 
ters of an ounce of starch, and, by raising it as 
dust in the air, ignited it in a compartment in- 
tended to representa rvom. When exploded it 
threw a box weighing six pounds twenty feet 
into the air. You can judge yourself of the 
power of the material. Half an ounce of starch 
ignited in the same way was shown by the Pro- 
fessor to lift the cover of a box and a heavy 
man standing on it three inches. 

One of the most dangerous materials is the 
wheat-dust of flour-mills. When burned it 


| goes off like a flash. One of the first move- 


ments in making flour is to rattle the wheat, 
and passa heavy draft at the same time over 
it, to carry off the highly-infammable dust. 
Yet, despite all oare, the air becomes 
heavily loaded with it. Prof. Peck has shown 
what flour would do by taking a box with a 
capacity of two cubie feet and placing in it a 
littie flour, the light of a lamp entering through 
a hole in one corner, and the muzzie of a bel- 
lows through the other. The cover of the box 
was nailed on and a man took his place on it. 
The Professor then worked the bellows, and 
the small amountof flour filled the air in the 
box, as dust, the fad-simile of a dust-laden 
mill being produced. The flour immediately 
ignited from a lamp, and in a second the cover 
was blown off and the man lifted several inches 
into the air, while a blaze of fire burst out from 
all sides. A number of interesting experiments 
were performed by the same gentleman, show- 
ing that in our large milis and manufactoried 
where dust was likely to be formed there lurked 
a power as dreaded as dynamite. Peck states 
that one pound of carbon and two and two- 
thirds of oxygen, when they combined to pro- 
duce carbonic acid, will evolve heat sufficient, 
if applied toa perfect heating engine, to lift 
nearly 600 tons ten feet into the air. Then he 
assumes that if 40 per cent of flour is carbon it 
would require two and one-half pounds to ac- 
complish this result.“ 

“Why can't an engine be made to run by 
dust power? 

“Perhaps that is what Keely is working at, 
or the same principle; but you would need, ac- 
cording to the authority quoted, an engine 
from which there was no radiation or loss of 
beat. Perhaps some day it may be accom- 
plished. Some years ago an old fellow in Bos- 
ton created quite an excitement by pretending 
that he had a machine that was fifty times as 
powerful as any known power, and a hundred 
times as cheap. His machine was arranged so 
that after it once started it kept going by suc- 
cessive explosions of bran-dust that was blown 
into a chamber by bellows and ignited bya 
gas-jet, the expansive force acting on a piston. 
It wasa big scheme, and he claimed that he 
could run a train of cars all day with. a quarter- 
measure of ‘Sour or bran; but I haven't heard 
of its being applied yet. Perhaps some one 
will work it up yet and make a fortune, but I 
doubt it.“

Nature: Great interest is attached to the 
question of the origin of our domestic aniwals, 
and especially to that of the horse, which is gen- 
erally supposed not now to exist jn an aborigi- 
nally wild state. Every fact bearing upon this 
subject is of importance, and the discovery by 
the great Russian traveler, Przevaisky, of a 
new wild horse, more nearly allied to the do- 
mestic horse than any previously known 
species, is certainly well worthy of attention. 

The horses, which constitute the genera 
Equus of Linnus, and are the sole recent rep- 
resentatives of the family Equide, fall nat- 
urally into two sub-genera, as was first shown 
by Gray in 1825 (Zo-ological Journal i., p. 241) 
—Equus and Asinus. 

The typical horses (Equus) are distinguish- 
able from the asses (Asinus) by the presence 
of warts upon the hind-legs as well as upon 
the forelegs, by their broad rounded 
hoofs, and by their tails beginning to 
throw off long hairs from the base, in- 
stead of having these bairs confined, as a sort 
of pencil, to the extremity of the tail. Up to a 
recent period all the wild species of Equus. 
known to svience were referable to the second 
of these scctions—that is, to the sub-genus 
Asinus, known from Equus by the absence of 
warts or callositics on the hind legs, by the 
contracted hoofs, and by the long hairs of tne 
tail being restricted to the extremity of m8 
organ. Of this up the best-known species, 
commonly called wild asses and zebras, are (1) 
the wild ass of Upper Nubia (Equus teeniopus), 


probably the origig of the domestic ass; 
(2) the wild ass of Persia and Kutch (E. ona- 


ger; (3) the hemippe or wild ass of the Syrian 


Desert (E. hemjppus); (4) the kiang or wild ass 
of Tibet (E. hemionus); (5) the quagga (E. 
quagga), of South Africa; (6) the Burchell's 
zebra (E. burchelli), of Southern and Eastern 
Africa; (7) the a (E. zebra), of Southern 
Africa. As already stated, these seven animals 
all possess the character of the second sub- 
genus Asinus as above given, and no recent 
species of horse referable to the first sub-genus 
(Equus) was hitherto knowr to exist on tke 
earth s surface, excevt the descendants of such 
as had been formerly in captivity. 

Under the circumstances great interest was 
manifested when it was known that Przeval- 
sky, on his return from his third great journey 
into Central Asia, had brought back with him 
to St. Petersburg an example of a new species 
of wild horse, which belonged, in some of its 
characters at least, to true Equus. This new 
animal was described in 1881 in a Russian jour- 
nal by Mr. J. S. Poliatow, and dedicated to its 
discoverer as Equus Przevalskii. 


Przevaisky’s wild horse has warts on its 


hind-legs as well as on its fore-legs, and has 
broad hoofs like the true horse. But the long 
hairs of the tail, instead of commencing at the 
base, do not begin until about half-way down 
the tail. In this respect Equus Przevalskii is 
intermediate between the true horse and the 
asses. It also differs from typical Equus 
in having a short, erect mane, and in 
having no forelock, that is, no bunch of 
hairs in front of the mane falling down 
over the forehead. Nor has Przevaisky’s 
horse any dorsal stripe, which, although by no 
means universal, is often found in the typical 
horses, and is almost always present in the 
asses. Its whole general color 1s of a whitish 
gray, paler and whiter beneath and reddish on 
the head. The legs are reddish tothe knees 
and thence blackish down to the hoofs. It is 
of small stature, but the legs are very thick 
and strong, and the head is large and heavy. 
The ears are smaller than those of the asses. 

Przevalsky's wild horse inhabits the great 
Dsungarian Desert betw the Altai and 
Tianschan Mountains, where it is called by the 
Tartars Kertag and by the Mongols 
„Statur.“ It is met with in troops of from 
five to fifteen individuals, led by an old stal- 
lion. Apparently the rest of these troops con- 
sistof mares, which all belong to the single 
stallion. They are lively animals, very shy, 
and with highly-developed ‘organs of sight, 
hearing, and smelling. — — to the wid- 
est parts of the desert, and very bard to ap- 
‘proach. They seem to prefer especially the 
saline districts, and to be able to do long with- 
out water. 

The pursuit of this wild horse can only be 
carried on in winter, because the hunter must 
live in waterless districts, and must depend 
upon a supply of water from melted snow. As 
may well be believed, such an expedition dur- 
ing the severest cold of winter into the most 
remote part of the desert must take at least a 
month. During the whole time of his stay in 
the Dsungarian Desert Przevalsky met with 
only two herds of this wild hors. 
In vain he and his companion fired at 
these animals. With outstretched head and 
uplifted tail the ‘stallion disappeared like 
lightning, with the rest of the herd after him. 
Przevalsky and his companions could not keep 
near them, and soon lost their tracks. On the 
second occasion they came upon them from 
one side, yet one of the herd discovered their 
presence, and they were all gone in an instant. 
The single specimen of Przevalsky's horse sub- 
sequently procured is nowin the museum of 
the Academy of Sciences of St. Petersburg, 
and is the only example of this species in 
Europe.

‘ THE SPECULATORS. 
THE MARGINAL PRICE OF OCTOBER CORN FIXED 
AT 55 CENTS. 


The shorts, fearful of a repetition of the Sep- 
tember deal, have taken time by.the forelock 
in gettmg the directors of the Board of Trade 
to fix a marginal price for October corn. The 
October market yesterday was weak in antici- 
pation that the price fixed would be a low one, 
but the decision of the directors in fixing 55 
cents as the marginal price for October will 
have a reassuring effect, as being so near the 
actual market price. 

The decision of the board argse from the fol- 
lowing comp'aint which was heard at an open 
meeting of the directors and members yester- 
day afternoon: 

Benjamin F. Stauffer | stated that he had sold 
Abel H. Bliss & Cb. 5,000 bushels No. 2 corn for 
October delivery at 57% cents a bushel and 


had called for $288, which is 10 14 ont 
on the contrac. price, and 

ditional margin, believing that sng Bhan 
of the market warranted bim in asking for this 
additional protection. Mr. Bliss had deposited 
the 10 per cent, but refused to deposit the $250. 
Mr, Stauffer refore called on the board to 
fix a price to which margins might be called. 

Abel H. Bliss objected to any director sitting 
on the case who has been interested in any way 
in September corn, or might now be interested 
in October corn on behalt of the manipulators. 

President Blake, in stating Mr. Bliss’ objec- 
uon to the board, construed it to mean that 
any director who had had any trade in Septem- 
ber or October corn was objected to. 

W. S. Seaverns, one of 50. directors, then 
asked to be excused. 

Mr. James H. Milne rose to protest against 
Mr. Bliss’ objection. He bad had trades in the 
months named, though not now interested in 
them, and thought that Mr. Bliss had no right 
to interpose such an objection. He moved that 
the board proceed to the business in hand, irre 
spective of what Mr. Bliss had said. 

President Blake said that of course if any 
director felt that he could not act impartially 
he could be heard from. There was, however, 
no response to this. 

Mr. Bliss then further objected to any di- 
rector who had made any trades on the order 
of W. E. McHenry or P. B. Weare within one 
month sitting on this case. 

President Blake. ignoring the objection, 
stated that the board would hear what Mr. 
Stauffer hud to say further on his sidg of the 


case. 

Mr. Stauffer said that he bad called for the 
fixing of this marginal price for bis own pro- 
tection and that of the members of the board 
generally. He considered the rule on this sub- 
ject a valuable one, and he did not feel that he 
would like to have his entire capital wiped out 
in one night because he was trading on 
a fictitious and illegitimate price. He had no 
written testimony to offer, but when he saw 
corn in New York selling at 62 cents for Octo- 
ber and in St. Louis at 50 cents he thought 
that 57% or 58 in Chicago was ridigplous. 

Asa Dow did not think that Chicago should 
be governed by St. Louis or New York, as there 
was no stock of corn in those cities. He 
thought 55 cents a fair prive for corn for this 
month's delivery. 

W. B. Andrews coincided with what Mr. Dow 
had said, and thought there wag no doubt that 
corn was selling for October at much higher 
than its reai value. 

J. O. Adams thougbt 50 cents was as high as 
should be fixed u for the value of No. 2 
corn in Chicago. e had no interest whatever 
in corn, but was present out of curiosity. 

Charles Counselman considered that corn 
would not go below 50 or 51 cents for October 
even in the event of any one failing to protect 
the long side for that month. 

George Baldwin, one of the directors, asked 
Mr. Bliss why he did not deposit the $250 which

A CODE OF ETHICS ADOPTED AND OFFICERS

The Funeral Directors’ Association of the 
United States concluded its third annual eon- 
vention yesterday at Greenebaum Hall. The 
committee appointed to consider the Secretary's 
report urged the adoption of a form of con- 
tract to be signed by manufacturers and deal- 
ers in undertakers’ 


tne dealers agreed not to sell goods 
to any funeral director not a mem- 
ber of a local organization. under 


State jurisdiction, and the members of the 
association on their part promised not to buy 
goods of dealers who refused to sign the on- 
tract.

INSOLVENT DEBTORS. | 
A CURIOUS CASE BROUGHT UP IN THE COUNTY 
COU RT. 

The hearing on the petition of Herman B. 
Chapman for release under the Insolvent act 
came before Judge Prendergast in the County 
Court yesterday. Chapman several years ago 
was the agent of the United States Express 
Company at Ottawa, La Salle County, and was 
arrested on the charge of embezzlement. He 
was acquitted, but subsequently arrested for 
alleged perjury in the matter, convicted, and 
sent to the penitentiary, his term having just 
expired. In March, 1880, in a civil suit in the 
United States Circuit Court a judgement was 
recovered against him for $14,000. Immedi- 
- ately on his release from the penitentiary he 
was arrested at the instance of the express 
company on a ca. ea. issued by the 
United States Circuit Court based on 
this unsatisfied judgment. Accordingly 
he tioned for release under the 

Insolvent Debtor’s act. The attorney for the 

express company raised the question of juris- 

diction yesterday before Judge Prendergast, 
claiming that a State Court could not actina 

matter which would bring it into d 
tot with the United States Court. how- 

ever, it was decided that the County Court was 

competent to hear the petition for release, it 
would then be contested on the ground that 

Chapman had stolen the money represented by 

the judgment and, therefore, was not entitled 

to relief. The prisoner's attorney claimed that 
the Legislature gave to the County Court ex- 
clusive control of &ll insolvent petitions, and 
further that the records showed Chapman was 
not a thief, having been acquitted on the 
charge of embezzlement. In order to give the

ANOTHER DEMOCRAT BOLTS. 


Col, John Hancock of Oshkosh, Wis., 
Out for Blaine. 

Milwaukee Sentinel: In this morning's Senti- 
nel will be found an article by Col. John Han- 
cock on the Monroe doctrine. Col. Hancock is 
an old and well-known resident of the State, 
and, up to the present year, has been a steaa- 
fast Democrat. He enlistea early in the War 
of the Rebeilion, going out as First-Lieutenant 
in the Second Wisconsin infantry, his company 
having Col. Gabe Bouck as iis Captain. Sub- 
sequently he was promoted to the Majorship of 
the Fourteenth Infantry, and me its 
Colonel. 
to the practice of the law in Oshkosh when he 
left the army. and was for some years Police 
Justice of that city. 

Col. Hancock says that he has been a life- 
long Democrat, and bas been waiting for his 
party to accept the issues of the War. Instead 
of doing this, finds it drifting rapidly back 
into the sup of those State-rights opinions 
which were employed as a justification by the 
Southern States for the Rebellion. In view of 
its attitude upon this question, and its truck- 
ling to foreign interests and capital, he eonsid- 
ers it the duty of every good citizen to give a 
warm support to Mr. Blaine. Col. Hancock's 
example and influence will encourage many of 
his old Democratic associates to adopt the same 
course. 


The article is as follows: 


James Monroe in hiv first message laid don the 
doctrine that thereafter no foreign Power should 
be allowed to obtain a foothold on this continent; 
which is familiarly known as the Monroe doc- 
trine.’’ The Democratic party failed to enforce the 
doctrine in the settlement of the Oregon boundary 
question. British gold and influence, aided by 
Southern votes, secured all that great Northwest 
territory lying west of the Rocky Mountains to 
which the Government of Great Britain had no 
shadow of title, it being neutral ground. Again 
was the doctrine abandoned by the Democratic par- 
ty in the ratification of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
which treaty was entered into by Great Britain and 
the United States on a settlement of the Central 
American question; in that treaty it was stipu- 
lated that neither Great Britain nor the United 
States would ever occupy. colonize, or exer- 
cise dominion over any portion of Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica, the Mosquito coast, or any part of Central 
America. Senator Douglas opposed the ratification 
of the treaty as an abandonment of the Monroe 
doctrine and subjecting the United States Gov- 
ernment to British dictation. The British Minister 
then at Washington remonstrated with Douglas; 
claimed it was reciprocal, as it pledged both na- 
tions alike that they should never occupy or hold 
dominion over Central America. Douglas said, 
It would be fair if they would add one word to 
the treaty, so that it would read that neither Great 
Britain nor the United States should ever occupy 
or hold dominion over Central America or Asia.“ 
But.“ said the British Minister, vou have no in- 
terest in Asia.“ No,“ answered Douglas, and 
you have none in Central America.” The treaty 
was ratifiedby a vote of licto 42. The Southern 
Senators were nearly unanimous in its support. 

As appears from a statement in a late number of 
the London Times, the South American Republics 
are indebted to Great Britain from £5 to £26 per 
capita, Venezuela being the lowest; that Republic 
borders on the Republic of Colombia through 
which a canal is now being constructed by British 
capital, backed by the Government of Great Britain. 
The keen foresight of Mr. Blaine, while Secretary 
ot State, at once detected the grave difficulties 
this Government would labor under in allowing the 
construction of that canal by foreign power, gaye 
the British Government notice of the abrogation of 
the Clayton- Bulwer treaty, and also gave notice to 
Lord Granville that if the canal was constructed it 
would be deemed a partof the coast line of the 
United States. The only reason given by Great 
Britain for the seizure and occupation of Egypt was 
to protect British bondholders; with the present 
heavy indebtedness of the South American Repub- 
lies to Great Britain, and the obtaining of a foot- 
hold in the Republic of Colombia by the construc- 
tion of the canal acrogs the isthmus, how long will 
it be before those weak South American Republics 
will fall into the capacious maw of Great Britain 
and each in turn become another Egypt? 

The avidity with which the foreign Powers take 
advantage of a protest to undermine this Western 
Republic may be witnessed in the attempt during 
the War of the Rebellion of France, while an 
Empire under the Third Napoleon, to establish an 
Empire in Mexico and place Maximilian on the 
throne, taking advantage of the then crippled con- 
dition of the United States. William H. Seward, 
Secretary of State under Abraham Lincoln, gave 
France notice that this Government did not look 
with favor upon the establishment of an Empire in 
Mexico by a foreign. Power; the project failed by 
the aefeat of the frog-eaters by the Mexicans, and 
vo aan instead of securing a throne, lost his 

ead. 

The prompt and energetic policy of Mr. Blaine 
should be a keynote in this campaigh. He guve 
Great Britain notice in plain, unvarnished United 
States language what the policy of this Govern- 
ment would be; it has the Jacksonian ring in it, 
ané Great Britain clearly understands it. Is it not, 
indeed, high time that this Government asserted 
its manhood and independence from foreign infiu- 
ence and ceased acting the lickspittle to European 
monarchs? The South bas always teuckled to Brit- 
ish influence; the votes of the United States Sen- 
ale upon the boundary question and the ratitiea- 

‘tion of the treaty show that; and at this time the 

South looks with favor on the canal project as gov- 
erned by Great Britain and upon England obtain- 
ing a foothold in Central America whereby that 
Government will be put in a position to render 
more practical assistance in the next struggle for 
a Southern Confederacy, and Great Britain further 
well understands that under a Democratic Adminis- 
tration u protest will ever be made aguinst the 
canal scheme and the occupation and control of 
the same by the British Government. 

Washington in his “ Farewell Address” said: 
“ Against the insidious wiles of foreign influence 
(1 conjure you to believe me, fellow-citizens) the 
jealousy of a free people ought to be constantly 
awake; since history and experience prove that 
foreign influence is one of the most baneful foes 
of republican government.”’

MAKING A BAD MATTER WORSE. 

The Supreme Court, which is solidly Demo- 
cratic, wrestied with the question, but taking a 
partisan view of the subject conveniently 
evaded the constitutionality of the law and de- 
cided that the Governor bad the power to issue 
the orders he did, and it was the duty of the 
Assessors to obey them. It was owing to the 
position taken by the Governor and the unjust 
ruling of the Supreme Court that a faction 
sprang up in the Democratic party known as 
Anti-Administrationists. The Democratic man- 
agers claim that harmony has been restored 
and that the kickers have been brought into 
line for the present campaign. This is not 
true. While the anti-Administration men 
are not making much noise, they are not heart- 
ily supporting the Democratie ticket, and in 
many instances are quietly working against it. 
This divided feeling will undoubtedly result in 
a number of stay-at-bome Democrats. Mr. 
Baker, the editor of the Wheeling Register, is a 
strong anti-Administration Democrat and sup- 
ports the ticket in a half-listless, half-don’t- 
care manner. 

MAXWELL’S STRENGTH. 

The Republican-Greenback nominee for Gov- 
ernor, Mr. Maxwell, takes the stand that the 
_Exemption law is constitutional, and that the 
act of Gov. Jackson is illegal. This position 
bas made him many friends among the anti- 
Administration Democrats and the farmers. 
The farmer vote is a most important 
one, as the farmers poll three-fifths of the 
votes in the State. The Democrats will meet 
with heavy losses here, as the farmers are 
vitally interested in this question of taxation. 
Heretofore the Democrats have had the 
majority of this class of voters, their greatest 
strength being in the back counties. Kanawha 
County, the home of * Windy’’ Wiison, the 
Democratic nominee for Governor, a fow years 
ago was strongly Democratic, but this year it 
is expected that the fusion ticket will receive 
a majority there of 1,000. 

EXTRAVAGANCE OF DEMOCRATIC RULE. 

The extravagance of Democratic Adminis- 
trations, as comipared with Republican Ad- 
ministrations in West Virginia, is a 
point that is being well put out 
by the Republican managers, and is having a 
telling effect. Compare, for instance, the last 
six years of Republican rule and the first six of 
Democratic. The total receipts paid into the 
State Treasury by taxpayers under a Repub- 
lican Administration from January, 1865, to 1870 
was $2,811,226. During a Democratic Admin- 
istration the taxpayers paid from 1871 to 1876 
$3,779,121—making a difference of almost 
$1,000,000 in favor of the Republican Admin- 
istration in the same length of time, and under 
circumstances that reflect greater blame upon 
the Demorratic Administration. This was 
brought about by the revaluation of the realty 
of the State, which has already been referred 
to. It will take a great deal of argument to 
convince the farmers that their lands 
have increased in value over $22,000,000 
in the last ten years. The fact is, 
the panic of 1872-3 reduced the value on ali spe- 
cies of property. The aggregate value of all 
real estate in West Virginia in 1871 was $95,- 
320,898. Since then, by the Dembdecratic revalu- 
ations of 1874 and 1882, it has been placed at 
$22,423,242. When West Virginia was organ- 
ized the rate of taxation was 40 cents on each 
$100 valuation of taxable property. At the sec- 
ond session of the Legisiature it was reduced 
to 30 cents, and in 1868 it was again reduced to 
20 cents. In 1883 the rate was increased to 25 
cents, where it now remains. Both reductions 
were made by Republican Legislatures, and the 
increase was made by an overwhelmingly 
Democratic Legislature. These matter are pret- 
ty well understood by the people, and they 
cannot bat have a material effect on the elec- 
tion. The Democrats are afraid of such fig- 
ures, and their speakers are going through the 
State endeavoring to counteract them by 
stating that they are lies. The voters, how- 
ever, are not sq easily fooled. 

A BQUARE ANTI-BOURBON FIGHT. 


The elements in the present campaign are 
few and simple. Of course the fusion dves 
away with all Greenback votes, and it is, there- 
fore, reduced to a contest between the Fusion- 
ists and the Bourboos. Three out of the six 
Fusionist Electors will cast their votes for 
Butler and the remainder will go to Blaine. 
There in no St. John ticket ia the field, 
and the temperance question cuts no 
figure whatever The German vote is very 
small, and there will be no changes 
made in it. There are about 7,000 or 8,000 
Irish voters in the State, nearly all of whom 
are miners. These have generally been solidly 
Democratic, but a great disaffection prevails 
among them, and nearly one-half of them will 
vote the Republican ticket this fall, and over 
one-balf will vote for Blaine in November. 

UNWONTED REPUBLICAN ENTHUSIASM.

There was a meeting of anti-Cleveland Irish- 
American Democrats in Melodeon Hall Monday 
night. The rain was simply blinding, and the 
atmosphere as stifling as it knows how to be in

land had an affection for each other that was 
profound and effusive. The story ran that 
Tilden bad brourht up Cleveland by band and

|~Governor of New York as his illustrious suc- 


cessor. This was something, but it was not 
enough. It was necessary to the succbss of the 
game to claim for Cleveland not only strength,

He was supposed to 
infuse a greater degree of hope into the old 
party. It was almost a secret, but then Cleve- 
land was a mighty man in his way—a leader, 

heroic, magnetic—and of course the Democra- 
cy needed novelty—had had tov much of the old 
foiks—must not be associated with the dead 
past which does not bury dead.

THE COURTS. 


Lehman vs. Rothbarth. 

The Supreme Court of the State has just filed its 
Opinion in this case, overruling the decision of 
Judge Tuley recently made. The children of 
Frederick Lehman, deceased, formerly of the 
brewing frm of Seipp & Lehman, and Marie Len- 
man, their mother, afterwards the wife of Paul 
Rothbarth, brought their suit before Judge Tuley 
to compel Rothbarth to pay over to them over 
$100,000 which they allege he had obtained of their 
estate and refused to account tor. The Supreme 
Court held that the settlement between him and 


his wife Marie, made about the time she obtained a 
divorce from him in the year 1879, and also the set- 
tlement between him and Alfred and Ida, two 
of the children who bad come of age, were 
grossly fraudulent. The court also found that 
his conduct lu intimidating the children at the time 
of the settlement, and in compelling the mother to 
leave the m. and claiming that be had managed 
the estate was Soba an assumption as would con- 
stitute him their guardian in fact. 

The court held that his acts, while pretending to 
act as the agent ot his wife, who was the guardian 
of the children, were of such a character as to 
make him the guardian in his own wrong, and the 
law would hold him as such guardian and would 
compel him to account forall the money in his 
hands for about seven years, which amounted to 
nearly $500,000. The court found that he deposited 
such moneys to his own credit at 
his own bank and used them con- 
stantly as his own, While he neglected to account 
for interest upon over $100,000 during any period 
of the time. The court also found that the chil- 
dren should not have been charged with $20,000 
paid out upon the bomestead on Calumet avenue 
by the way of repairs and taxes while they were 
in Kurope being educated and the homestead was 
ocetpied by Rothburth and his wife only, while 
during the same time the children were charged 
by Rothbarth 61,500 per year for their support and 
maintenance, 

An interesting point of law was decided to the 
effect that the accounts of the legal guardian, the 
mother of the children, approved by the Probate 
Court, would be no protection to Hothbarth, who 
had become their actual guardian by his own 
wrong. That Rothbarth had managed all the af- 
fairs and he was not protected as the agent of the 
guardian, but himself had become the guardian by 
reason of his own fraudulent acts and that he would 
be compelled to restore to the children, as wei! as 
to his late wife, all the money made orretained by 
him out of the estate. The matter will now be re- 
ferred to the master to state the account, and it is 
claimed that the amount of the decree which will 
be obtained against Mr. Rothbarth under the ral- 
ings of the Supreme Court will be at least $100,000.

‘NEW PAVING IN BERLIN. 

A new form of paving has been in use in 
Berlin since last year, which seems to offer 
some advantages over wood. Layers of bricks 
are put down and impregnated with asphalt. 
After a short period they lose any air and 
water they may contain and absorb from 15 to 
20 per cent of the bituminous matter, becom- 
ing remarkably elastic, and capable of resist- 
ing pressure and damp, The traffic in the Ber- 
lin main thoroughfares is of a heavy character, 
and it has been found that the new paving lasts 
much longer than any of the other systems, 
added to which it offers a sure foothold to 
horses. Occasionally it is found that after 
three months’ wear some of the bricks crumble 
into dust, but this is believed to arise from a 
faulty impregnation with asphalt and not from 
any real defect in tho system.

The effécts of the distribution of money on 
the Ist of the month were ciearly visible at the 
banks yesterday.

There were large transactions in Eastern ex- 
change, mainly at 25c discount. The country 
orders for currency were larger than usual, and 
it appears that they have been increasing for 
several days. The bulk of the currency goes 
to the Northwestern regions—those parts that 
are tributary to Minneapolis and Duluth—and 
one of the moving causes is the activicy of the 
Minneapolis millers. The shipments to the more 
southern localities are by no means 80 liberal. 
Aside from these features a number of the 
bankers have noticed a picking up of trade for 
a week or two past. it is yet too early, of 
course, to say whether this is more than a tem- 
porary thing. We have had just such little 
revivals many times in the last year, and then 
business would sink bank into its accustomea 
dullngss. Certain is it, however, that the 
money that has gone into the hands of the 
farmers on account of the corner in corn has 
paid many debts and created a better feeling, 
and the dividend money is having the same 
effect. 

There was a decline in foreign exchange.
